He has nearly reached 
his perihelion, and his iiillianey is so 
great that his light, in the absence of the 
moon, casts a shadow. Saturn, his near 
neighbor, although equal to a first mag- 
nitude star, seems very dim by contrast. 
Even such famous twinklers as Arcturus, 
Vega and Capella, which ordinarily would 
appear the most brilliant objects in the 
sky at this season, are hardly noted by 
the eye that turns from the overpowering 
light of the great planet. The steadiness 
of Jupiter’s light, especially when he is 
near the meridian, adds to the beauty of 
the scene. eH:

Even as it is, we are 
forced to pack our news matter into 
smaller space than is proper, but will 
make amends in thefuture. All persons 
in the city or out of it, who are thinking 
of buying supplies of every kind, will 
tind in to-day’s Constitution something 
more instructive and leneficial than 
politics or gossip, in the cards of our 
merchants and manufacturers. 

The Cotton Exhibition. 

Those who have carefully studied the 
subject of cotton freely say the import- 
ance of the crop fully justifies the hold- 
ing of an international exhibition wholly 
devoted to it—to its production and its 
various products. To such an exhibition 
will be invited, not only the planter, put 
the manufacturers: of fertilizers, of agri- 
cultural implements, of cotton-seed oil, 
the middlemen even, the makers of mill 
machinery, of presses and gins, and lastly, 
all who are engaged in the manufacture 
of the wonderful plant, whether come 
bined with other products or woven by 
itself. It is agreed that such an ex- 
hibition should be held, and the 
wonder grows that it had not been held 
long ago. But now comes up the ques- 
tion of the location of the first great fair. 
Three cities claim it, each having 
some advantages. 
York, Atlanta and New Orleans. The 
claim of Louisville, is simply a case of 
cheek. The fair will not be held in the 
grain-growing west, which is as innocent 
of cotton mills as of cotton fields. A bale 
of cotton in the streets of Louisville isa 
rarity; and if the proposed exhibi- 
tion were held in that city, it 
would not be largely attended by 
planter, machinery maker or manufac- 
turer. We therefore dismiss the claim 
of Louisville as one of pure assurance. 
Mr. Atkinson at first thought that New 
York would be the most appropriate 
place, because it is the commercial center 
of the country, and the point most ac- 
cessible to great cotton manufacturing 
interests; but when New Orleans put in 
a claim as the greatest cotton-shipping | 
port, Mr. Atkinson very wisely concluded 
that a compromise between New York 
and New Orleans, between mannfac- 
turer and producer, was in every 
respect desirable. Atlanta thus 
comes to the front. This city is 
half way between the mills and the heart 
ef the cotton belt. Itis the capital of a 
cotton growing and a gotton manufactur-

The remedy is in the 
hands of the honest and conservative 
masses of the people. At the ballot-box 
in October they can make their condem- 
nation of such practices complete and 
overwhelming.
